"The foreign commerce of the United 
States In the nscal year 1902 .was lar- 
ger than in any year of Its history 
except 1901.

there was a reduction of about $10G,- 
000,000 In exports and an Increase of 
about $80,0$0,000 In Imports.

duction In exports was cnlefiy due to 
the shortage of the corn crop of 1901

Talks of the People Themselves and
